Morgan said that the Tennessee 


and Cumberland rivers come with- 
in a mile and a half of each other 
at Gilbertsville and are separated 
only by a gravel hill. 


"By building a dam across the 


Tennessee at Gilbertsville," Mor- 
gan said, "it will be possible at 
any time in the future to build a 
single dam across the mouth of 
the Cumberland and across the
